’ How Diphtheria is Contracted 


One often hears the expression, “ My 
child caught a severe cold which de­

W ho Hears Him Tell of Fight­ 
ing in Russia. 


Menominee, .Mich., April 
.—Peter 
Koslieck, a 
Menominee Indian 
who 
served with the Three Hundred Thirty- 
ninth Infantry in northern Russia and 
was wounded twice by the bolshevists, 
arrived here with the party of Leonard 
Wood, 
Kosheek hobbled four miles 
over country roads to meet the gen­ 
eral’s train at Harris. 
When Wood 
heard of this he insisted that tile sol­ 
dier ride to Menominee so that he 
might talk to him. 
“Every overseas man Is for General 
Wood,” said Kosheek, who Is intel!!- 
gent and well educated. 
“They know
